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MORE SENSATIONS 
EXPECTED TOCROP 
~~ IN LOBBY SCANDAL 


Chairman Overman Hints at 
Surprises When the Senate 
Investigating Committee 

Resumes Probe Today. 


MUCH NEW TESTIMONY 
SECURED BY COMMITTEE 


Nature of Information Kept 
Secret, But It Is Believed.to 
Be Startling—Charges In- 
volving Congressmen 


Washington, July 1—With witnesses 
headed for Washington from many di- 
rections to testify on the newest de- 
velopment in the senate’s lobby inves- 
tigation, Chairman Overman gave a 
hint tonight of further sensations in 
the committee's activities. An inquiry 
has been under way for some time, it 
is understood, into operation of paid 
Press bureaus conducted by large cor- 
porations and “interests,” and the com- 
mittee expects to determine to what 
extent paid publicity agents are em- 
Ployed to attempt to Influence public 
opinion or direct federal legislation. 

The charges by Martin M. Mulhall, 
former representative of the Manufac- 
turers’ association, regarding his lob- 
bying operations will not be opened 
formally until next Tuesday. Tomor- 
row’s hearing will be devoted primarily 
to the testimony of Wall street men 
believed to have information as to lob- 
bying activities in New York in which 
the names of congressmen are freely 
used. 

Charges Involve Congressmen. 

Developments today indicated that 
officers of the senate and. menibers of 
the lobby committee have been busy se- 
eretly for several dayssecuring new in- 
formation, the nature of which is now 
concealed. Senator Reed, who went to 
New York yesterday, is said to have 
acted for the committee unofficially in 
obtaining the names of the desired 
witnesses. 

Interest centered again today about 
the charges involving many present 
and former members of congress con- 
tained in the correspondence Mulhail 
has made public covering his eight 
years of service as an agent of the 
National Association of Manufacturers. 
Former Presidents Parry and Kirby, of 
tHat organization, who were to have 
sailed today from San Francisco for 
Australia, cancelled their passage on 
the demand of the officials and will 
come to Washington to testify. 

A demand will be made in the house 
tomorrow by Representatives Sherley, 
of Kentucky, and Neeley, of Kansas, 
for an immdiate investigation of the 
Mulhall charges by that body. Both 
representatives propose a special com- 
mittee of five to take up the allega- 
tions made by Mulhall that the Manu- 
facturers’ association financed cam- 

igns, elected and defeated congress- 

im, dictated legislation and controlled 
the make-up of committees. 

Mulhall Papers Secured. 

The senate committee has secured the 
Mulhall papers, however, and proposes 
to hold them for its inquiry. A sub- 
poena served on Louis J. Seibold, of the 
New York World, required him to pro- 
duce the mass of letters and documents 
turned over to the World by Muthall 
and James A. Emory, representative of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, in Washington, also has been 
subpoenaed to bring all his. papers 
bearing on legislative activities. 

Senator Overman declined to reveal 
the extent of the proposed investiga- 
tion into paid press bureaus further 
than to say that “other developments 
are coming.” The committee learned 
during its interrogation of so-called 
“sugar lobbyists” that large sums had 
been spent for publicity and for con- 
tracts covering certain kinds of news 
service. It is understood that efforts 
will be made to determine the extent 
and character of all paid news service 
connected with the influencing of leg- 
islation. . : 

Lewis Cass Ledyard, Paul D.’Cravath 
and Maxwell Evarts, New York attor- 
neys, and David Lamar, a Wall street 
operator, have accepted telegraphic 
summonses to appear before the com- 
mittee tomorrow. The work of lobby- 
ists in Wall street, where names of 
congressmen have been freely used 
over the telephone in connection with 
demands upon railway and financial of- 
fictals, will be the subject of the hear- 
ing. 

James E. Watson, of Indiana, former 
congressman, named by Mulhall in his

Edgewood Wonders 
At Tree That Glows 
During Night Hours 
Gak in Yard of Gas Warden 
Ae Mk ls Now Bene 


Hacked to Pieces by Curio 
flunters. 


All Edgewood turned out last night 
to see a wonder in the grove in front 
of the residence of Game Warden A. E. 
Binder, the like of which hath not been 
seen in these parts by even the oldest 
citizens. 

This wonder is an old dead oak tree, 
some 2 feet in diameter, which in the 
light of day appears to be nothing 
m@ye than an ordinary oak, but at 
night glows like a pillar of fire from 
the ground to about the heighth of a 
man’s head. 

Old ’possum hunters declare ‘that 
while they have sometimes seen in tho 
woods dead trees, parts of which glow- 
ed, they have never seen one which 
gives so bright a light as the oak 
which is now the center of interest in 
Atlanta’s suburb. 

Tree Glows Second Night. 

Last night was the second night 
that the peculifar condition of the tree 
has been observed. 

On Monday night shortly after Mr. 
Binder retired his little boy noticed a 
light in the grove in front of the house 
and called his father out of bed to in- 
vestigate. 

Mr. Binder was at loss to explain 
why anyone should have a light in the 
grove and proceed to make an Iinspec- 
tion. 

He confessed last night that when 
he was close enough to see that the 
light did not emanate from any human 
invention, he approached the tree with 
considerable misgiving. 

The bark of the tree gives forth no 


glow, and the light was coming from 
the crevices in the bark. Mr. Binder 
removed some of the bark and a light 
bright enough to tell the time by a 
watch burst forth from the tree. 
The Neighbors Gather. 

The neighbors were roused, and ina 
few minutes nearly a hundred people 
were gathered around the tree. The 


spectators chopped off practically all 
of the light-giving portions of the tree 
Monday night to keep as souvenirs. 
When the uocturnal beauty of the 
tree had thus been destroyed, Mr. 
Binder was somewhat rueful, but he 
was agreeably surprised when on 
Tuesday night the tree shone forth in 
all its glory again. Hundreds of peo- 
ple from Edgewood and many from 
Atlanta went out to see it last night, 
and carried away many souvenirs.

Webster Springs, W. Va., 
State Senator Ben A. Smith 
victed of bribery tonight in connection 
with accepting $2,200 to vote for Colo- 
nel William Seymour Edwards as a 
candidate for the United States senate. 

After a prolonged trial the case went 
to the jury shortly after 4 o’clock this 
afternoon The verdict of guilty was 
returned at 9:35 o’clock tonight. Sen- 
ator Smith is the first member of the 
West Virginia legislature ever con- 
victed of such a charge. i

tody. The penalty is from five to ten 
years in the penitentiary. 

Six members of the lower house of 
the legislature charged with a similar 
offense are under indictment and 
awaiting trial.

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HALF OF EUROPE 
MAY TAKE PART 
WN BALKAN WAR 


Ambassadors of Powers Are 
Working to Stop Con- 
flict Before Situation Gets 


Beyond Control. 


CHARGES OF MASSACRE 
ARE SPREAD BROADCAST 


If War Continues Bulgaria 
Will Find Herself Opposed 
Not Only by Greece and 
Servia But by Roumania. 


London, July 1.—The Balkan situa- 
tion is extremely puzzling. The Ser- 
vian government announces almost in 
the same breath the acceptance of 
Russian arbitration and the existence 
of a state of war. 

The dispatches which arrived to- 
night from Belgrade_are of the most 
conflicting character. Some announce 
that fighting has ceased since_Mon- 


day; others that serious fighting con-/ 


tinues and that the Servians have cap- 
tured Istip and Krupishte with heavy 
losses on both sides. 

All these reports must be regarded 
with suspicion. The only tangible 
fact seems to be that there has been 
no formal declaration of war or fn- 
terruption or. diplomatic relations as 
yet. The powers continue working 
actively to avert a war which might 
before long involve half of Europe. 

Ambassadors Confer. 

The ambassadorial conference met 
at London today to discuss the situa- 
tion, but arrived at no decision. Noth- 
ing is known concerning Roumania’s 
attitude. A Bulgarian officia] state- 
ment has been issued confirming the 
capture of Guevgheli and the throw- 
ing back of the Greek forces on the 
Struma river. 

Accusations of massacres and rap- 
ine, so common during the last war, 
are again being spread broadcast, 
especially by the Greeks, although, 
according to ‘official reports the op- 
posing states have ordered their 
armies to remain’on the defensive. Ail 
of the former allies are making war- 
like preparations and are organizing 
hospital and medical services. 

A dispatch from Rome says that 
Turkey has notified Bulgaria that un- 
less she abandons her claim to a_ war 
indemnity Turkey will join wit er- 
via and Greece tn event of hostilities. 

Servia at War, Says Minister. 

Belgrade, July 1.—‘*We are at war 
with Bulgaria,” said the minister of 
the interior, M.- Protics, speaking in 
behalf of the government tonight in 
the Skupshtina. 

“Instructions have been given to the 
Servian commander-in-chief,” con- 
tinued the minister, ‘'to be prepared 
to defend our entire line. Bulgaria 
has attacked us along the whole fron- 
tier.” 

Latest advices report the Servitan 
troops advancing in the direction of 
Istip and Kobane. At the conclusion 
of a cabinet meeting at the foreign 
office tonight it was announced that 
hostilities were proceeding ener- 
getically along the whole line. 

Newspaper reports say the Servians 
captured 20 Bulgarian officers, 5& non- 
commissioned officers and 700 men 
during the fighting Monday. 

A sensational story is published that 
the Bulgarians at Guevgheli treacher- 
ously killed the Servian Major Vasitch 
the morning after he had been their 
guest in camp to celebrate the sup- 
posed acceptance of arbitration by 
both governments. 

Greece to Begin War. 

Berlin, July 1.—The Greek foreign 
minister informed the correspondent 
at Athens cf The Frankfort Gazette 
that Greece intended to begin war 
against Bulgaria today without any 
formal declaration. 

The . foreign minister 
statement: 

“After Bulgaria has answered all the 
conciliatory steps of Greece by re- 
peated breaches of treaty and by cross- 
ing the provisional boundary fixed a 
short time ago, the Greek government 
feels forced to assume the offensive. 

“War will in this way commence 
witheut a formal declaration and the 
Greek government will submit a state- 
ment in this sense to the Bulgarian 
government at Sofia today. 

“Greece declines to accept the re- 
sponsibility for this war, which un- 
questionably will have grave conse- 
quences.” 
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NEWSPAPER HAS RIGHT 
TO EXPOSE SWINDLERS 


New York, July 1.—A newspaper has 
a legal right to expose a business 
firm’s business methods, provided mo- 
tives of its publishers “are open to 
the belief that they arein good faith 
exposing {hose who are over-reaching 
the simple and abusing the confidence 
of the credulous.” 

This was the opinion handed down 
today by Federal Judge Hand, deny- 
ing a motion by the E. A. Strout Farm 
agency for an injunction restraining 
the Rural Publishing company from 
publishing threats to expose the plain- 
tiff’s business methods and from 
writing letters to the firm’s custom- 
ers. 

“While editors are not exempt. from 
the common motives of other men,” 
wrote Judge Hand, “they may, and in 
this case, they do, entertain a genera] 
desire to help their readers and ex- 
pose such aS may practice upon their 
credulity. That is a very admirable 
purpose in a newspaper. The refusal] 
of the plaintiff's advertising long be- 
fore this controversy became acute is 
a corroboration of that motive.”

aldson.”’ Councilman Thomson |. said, 
after the fray, that Captain Donald- 
son struck him before he could offer 
an explanation The blow landed on 
The coun- 
cilman struck back and cut a slight 
scratch on Captain Donaldson’s cheek. 

Thomson HRegrets Encounter. 

“Tl am sé6rry the affray occurred,” 
Councilman Thomson said. “I am par- 
ticularly sorry that I struck the cap- 
tain back. I think I could have ex- 
plained the whole interview satisfac- 
torily.” 

After the men were separated, Cajp- 
tain Donaldson demanded that Coun- 
cilman Thomson make a correction of 
the interview in the paper in which it 
was printed. 

“I won't let you alone 
correct it,” he said. “I'll 
time.”’

Gettysburg, Pa., July 1.—In the piti- 
less glare of a sun that sent the mer- 
cury bubbling over the 100 mark and 
made clothes a burden and a bath only 
a delusion, the armies of the north and 
the south today began the formal exer- 
cises set to mark the.semi-centennial 
of Gettysburg. 

Veterans ‘to the number of 15,000, the 
army officers estimated, filed into the

Vets Slept on Ground, 

Despite the strenuous efforts of the 
regular army to do tmpossible things, 
thousands of veterans spent the night 
on Gettysburg field with nothing. be- 
tween them and the stars but their 
clothes and their courage and nothing 
between them and the hard earth but 
a little more of the same thing. 

It wasn’t the fault of the regulars, 
and it wasn't the fault of the veterans. 
The railroads poured the thousands 
into Gettysburg the best they could, 
but train after train that was looked 
for early came crawling in near mid- 
night and afterwards. 

They kept coming from that hou 
until long after daybreak, and short- 
ly after breakfast the rush began 
again. Major Normoyle, of the quar- 
termaster’s department, U. S. A., who 
has the pulse of the vast camp under 
his fingers, went to bed not at all, 
and the little force of army officers 
went no more than he. They toiled 
with all the vigor in them to provide 
blankets, to point out tents, to sat- 
isfy the veterans that everything 
would be all right this morning. They 
shifted trains, they - ran engines, they 
malipulated switches with the ease 
of born railroad men. They -became 
information bureaus and pack horses, 
but still the flood of men in blue and 
gray came pouring in and the tide rose 
around them higher and higher. - 

One Vet With 15 Biankets. 

In the rounds the regulars made of 
the main streets of the camp in the 
early morning hours they ran into 
many things that made them swear. 
While other veterans shivered in the 
chill before the dawn, they found a 
Pennsylvanian in his tent snug as a 
bug in a rug, lying on three blankets 
with three over him and nine beneath 
his cot. 

The Pennsylvanian was keeping them 
for friends, he said, but the hard-heart- 
ed regulars couldn’t see the friends and 
the Pennsylvanian was separated from 
all but two of the blankets in short 
order. 

Many of the men of ’63 spent the 
night round the fires near the cook 
tents, talking and trying to forget that 
their bones were not so young as they 
used to be and that the ground was 
much harder than it was fifty years

OPIUM CONFERENCE 
_BEGINS AT THE HAGUE 


The Hague, Netherlands, July 1. 
Representatives of forty-four nations 
gathered today for the resumption of 
the second international opium confer- 
ence, which was opened by the foreign 


4 minister of the Netherlands, Jenkheer 


Rencke De Marees Van Swinderen, who 
accepted the honorary presidency.

Decision Held Over Until To- 
day—Meadows Introduces 
Bill Providing for Commis- 
sion for: Lease of W. & A. 


Upon the submitting Tuesday of the 
report of the committee investigating 
the legality of the seats of Leo 
Browning, of Bleckley county, and 
Douglas McArthur, of Wheeler coun- 
ty, unanimously adverse to seating 
the members from the two néw coun- 
ties, the expected fight on the floor 
of the house was precipitated, with 
the result that the decision was post- 
poned until today’s session of the 
house. matt 

As soon as the report of the com- 
mittee was read Representative Full- 
bright, sponsor of the resolution for 
the appointment of the investigating 
committee and subsequently chairman 
of that committee, made a motion 
that the house accept the commit- 
teée’s recommendation that the mem- 
bers be not seated. 

A storm of argument immediately 
followed, during which motions for 
tabling the report and for postponing 
a final decision until today were offer- 
ed. This last motion carried. 

Speech Is Circulated. 

The speech of Judge Arthur C. 
delivered before the commit- 
tee Monday afternoon in favor of seat- 
ing the Bleckley and Wheeler repre- 
sentatives, was circulated in pamphlet 
form Tuesday ‘morning among the 
members of the house’ and created 
widespread interest. It was the de- 
Sire of many members to make them- 
selves thoroughly acquainted with 
Judge Powell's. argument that was 
largely instrumental in postponing 
the decision until Wednesday. 

Just what the outcome of the ques- 
tion will be. is at yet a matter of 
conjecture. While it will undoubted- 
ly be a hard matter to overthrow the 
unanimous decision of the committee, 
there is in evidence in the house a 
Feneral disposition to seat the mem- 
bers. ed | 

The house {s judge of the validity 
of the seats of its own members, s0, 
of course, only its own voice can en- 
ter directly into the matter, although 
should the members from Bleekley 
and Wheeler be seated, the constitu-

Speaker Burwell prefaced his 
nouncement of committee appoint- 
ments by explaining that the chair 
had been unable to ,apportion all ap- 
pointments as per request of the mem- 
bers of the house because of the 
adoption of the rule that no member 
could serve on more than three com- 
mittees and that some of these com- 
miitees should be limited to eighteen 
members. Speaker Burwell expressed 
his regret at not being able to comply 
with all requests for appointments. 

Appointments Impartial. 

The speaker stated also that he had 
refrained from all interest in the cre- 
ation of new counties, and that he had 
not allowed the name of a single mem- 
ber, in so far as he knew, who was 
interested in either the passage or 
defeat of the creation of new coun- 
ties to be placed upon the committee 
on constitutional amendments. 

In view of this last statement. 
Hopkins, of Thomas 
county, Who was appointed vice chair-. 
man of the committee on constitu- 
tional amendments, informed the 
speaker and the house that, while the 
appointment was one which he great- 
ly desired, he felt himself disqualified 
by reason of the fact that, under a 
strict understanding with his con- 
stituents, he was opposed to the cre- 
ation of Hampton county.

GOmpers Supports Mulhall. 

Samuel Gompers, president of: the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
figured prominently {in Mulhall’s story, 
as the object of a long continued at- 
tack by those who attempted to bribe 
him and force him to give up his fight 
in. behalf of labor legislation, has 
made public a detail report of the at- 
tempted bribery. It confirms the story 
told by Mulhall. : 

The Gompers statement is a report 
that the labor leader prepared in 1907. 
after his experiences with Broughton 
Brandenburg, now a convict in Sing 
Sing, who claimed to be in the employ 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. Efforts toywecure private in- 
terviews with Gompers aroused the lat- 
ter’s suspicion, and he took a number 
of labor leaders into his confidence. 
and later made a full report to them 
of the occurrences that followed. 

Gompers met Brandenburg, the re- 
port says, under the advice and sug- 
gestion -of other officials of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. Branden- 
burg, it says, represented hiniself ag 
in charge of a bureau of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, organ- 
ized “to expose the immorality and 
dishonesty of the leaders in the labor 
movement.” 

Wanted Gompers to Betray. 

According to his report, Gompers 
led Brandenberg on until the latter 
proposed that Gompers should prepare 
a general statement in the nature of a 
“confession;” should- stand for re- 
election as president of the American 
Federation of Labor in 1908; and should 
then resign, leaving the Federation of 
Labor crippled by his retirement and 
the exposure of other leaders. 

“My object’: in coming to you is to 
say I want to have you,” Brandenburg 
is quoted as saying. “I want to save 
you, and while I do not want to ex- 
press in specific financial terms what 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers is willing to do, yet I can guar- 
antee that you will be financially safe 
for the balance of your life.” 

The Gompers report states that the 
interview terminated there; that Gom- 
pers succeeded in keeping the paper 
Brandenburg had prepared for him o 
sign; and that Vice President Duncan 
and other officials of the federation 
were at once made acquainted with 
the circumstances. President Gompers 
and other officials of the Federation 
of Labor probably will testify wnefcre 
the senate committee, as the alleged 
activities of the lolybyists bore directly 
upon national legislation 

Kirby Denies Charge of Gompers. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 1.— 
“Broughten Brandenberg never was in 
the employ of the National Association 
of Manufacturers.” This was the re- 
ply today of John Kirby, Jr.,- former 
president of the association, when he 
was shown dispatches from Washing- 
ton reporting the charges made there 
by Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Mr. Kirby, David M. Parry, also a 
former president of-the association, 
and J. P. Bird, of Plainfield, N. J., gen- 
eral. manager of the association, left 
tonight for Washington, in obedience 
to notification from the sergeant-at- 
arms of the sénate that their testimony 
was required by the committee inves- 
tigating the activities of lobbyists. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kirby and Parry were 
to have sailed at noon. on the steamer 
Ventura for Australia, where they 
planned to make an investigation of 
the relations between capital, labor 
and the state in the antipodes. They 
eancelled their reservations at consid- 
erable expense half an hour before the 
liner cleared. 

The party gave out a signed stateé- 
ment that the Mulhall affair had been 
engineered in an attempt to destroy 
the association. The statement fol- 
lows: 

Technically speaking, none of the 
party was subpoeuaeéd. Copies of the 
telegrams exchanged with Sergeant- 
at-Arms Higgins show that Kirby was 
“requested to appear” on July 8, neces- 
sary expenses to be reimbursed.

“Whereas, The contract ‘for school 
books for the public schools, of Geor- 
Sia expires this year; and

ent prices paid for schoo] books are 
exhorbitant when compared to prices 
of other school books. 

“Be it therefore resolved by the 
house of representatives, the senate 
concurring, That a point eommittee 
of three senators and five representa- 
tives be appointed by the president of 
the senate and speaker of the house 
of representatives respectively, to in- 
quire into and report as-soon as prac- 
ticable upon the reasonableness of the 
present prices of school books and to 
inquire into the prices of books used 
elsewhere, and also as to the prac- 
ticability of the state furnishing 
school books for use in the public 
schools at cost of publication, and to 
make all investigation that may be 
necessary touching the furnishing of 
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Ol 
all books used in the common and high 
schools of Georgia at cost of publica- 
tion and delivery of the same. 

“Be it further resolved, That this 
committee is hereby clothed with au- 
thority to subpoena witnesses, to take 
evidence and compel the production of 
documents and do such other acts as 
are necessary for this investigation, 
and to employ a stenographer.

THE STATE PAYS THE PENALTY. 


In only twenty-nine of Georgia’s counties 
is the educational. apportionment by =the 
state supplemented ‘with local taxation. In 
the rest of the counties the schools are 
maintained out of the common school fund. 

In the overwhelming majority of the 
counties thus situated the average white 
female teacher is paid from $35 to $40 a 
month. The average white male teacher is 
paid from $45 to $50 a month. These figures 
are not exact, but offer a fair approxima- 
tion. The larger number of the white 
teachers in the .rural schools are women. 
The average rural school term runs from 
five to six months. 

Now, this army of men :nd women must 
wait for from ten to twelve months for their 
all too small pay. If they cannot wait they 
shylock their scrip at rates varying from 
8 to 25 per cent. Where counties pay their 
teachers promptly under these conditions 
they do so by borrowing money, the interest 
on which is deducted from the teacher's 
salary. 

With nearly all the men and women in 
the state’s school system this five or six 

months’ salary is the backbone & their live- 

‘lihood. What comes to them from outside 
sources between terms is likely to be casual 
and unreliable. 

The point is this: Compelling téachers 
to live under these tard conditions, how 
can we expect to secure the highest grade 
of instruction for the children of Georgia? 
The injustice of making the teacher wait 
cuts, therefore, two ways—it works an in- 
defensible hardship on the teacher person- 
ally, and it menaces the efficiency of the 

. school system. 

. This is no attack on the efficiency of 
the system as at present cons:‘.:ited. The 
wonder is that it has been kept at its pres- 
ent standard when every man and woman 
applying for employment under its provis- 
ions knew the conditions governing their 
pay. 


But it is inevitable that ability shall 
follow the line of least resistance, seeking 
‘the greatest rewards for services rendered. 
As an inescapable corollary it follows from 
this that we are getting no better an article 
of teaching than we pay for, When we stint 
the teacher we are stintinge the child. 

. Governor Slaton, Superintendent of 
Schools Brittain and other students of the 
system have recommended a temporary ex- 
tra tax levy to enable Georgia to catch up 
with her perennial school deficit. This is a 
provision the general assembly should at 
least put up to the people. But the larger 
evil will not be cured permanently unless 
with temporary relief to the school system 
goes a thoroughgoing revision of our 
archaic tax system.

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New Way of Preserving Eggs. 


(From Up-to-Date Farming.) 

A new way of preserving eggs has been 
practiced in Bavaria recently which is said 
to be satisfactory. The eggs are placed in 
water of a temperature of about 95 degrees 
for a quarter of an hour. Then they are 
put on a net, held for five seconds in boil- 
ing water, and then, as quickly as possible, 
removed into cold water. The eggs, still 
wet, are laid on a clean cloth and allowed 
to dry by exposure to the air. They must 
not be dried off with a cloth or towel. When 
they are dry they are packed fn a box with 
bran and ground peat. The box is stored 
in a cool place, out of reach of frost. Eggs 
thus preserved in June were. found to be 
perfectly fresh next March. |

THE MOUNTAIN 
MEADOW MASSACRE 


March 23, 1877, John D. Lee was executed — 


in Utah for participation in the horrible 
Mountain Meadow massacre. In his confes- 
sion, he acknowledged the unpardonable 
crime of bearing to the emigrants the treach- 
erous message by which they were decoyed 
from their corral to the open road, but 
further than that he had no part in the mas- 
sacre. 

This was one of the most outrageous 
crimes in this country, and the mystery as to 
who was responsible for it never has been 
solved. That many of his Mormon associates 
in the massacre also merited the doom which 
was doled out to Lee, was proved by evidence 
brought out at the time. Brigham Young's 
Share of the guilt, he being the prophet of 
this religious sect, consisted mainly in sanc- 
tioning the measure after it was perpetrated 
and in protecting the murderers, but any 
statement made by Lee in his confession im- 
plicating him he stamped as absolutcly false. 

This massacre occurred near Mountain 
Meadows, in Utah, in September, 1857. A 
party of emigrants from Arkansas and Mis- 
souri were passing through that state on 
their way to California. They numbered in 
all about 140 men, women and children. They 
were refused food everywhere until they 
reached the vicinity of Mountain Meadow, a 
valley in Iron county, about 350 miles west 
of Salt Lake City. 

It was here they stopped to rest their 
horses, and on September 7, were fired on by 
Indians, and, it is said, by Mormons disguised. 
They withstood the siege four days, when 
promise of protection by John D. Lee,

Mormon bishop and Indian agent, they left 
the shelter of their wagons. All adults and 
ehildren more than seven y®®8rs old were 
killed, and seventeen of the younger children 
were distributed among Mormori [dmilies, but 
were afterward restored to relatives by the 
United States government. 

When Lee confessed and Was executed, he 
tried to inculpate other high Officials of the 
church, but his efforts failed. Yet there can 
be little doubt the project was known and 
approved by them, especially since Brigham 
Young had a short time before announced 
that “no person shall be allowed to pass or 
repass into, through or from this territory 
without a permit from the proper officer.” 

In Lee’s confession he said that after the 
murder was committed the property : -q cat- 
tle was left in charge of Bishop P. K. Smith. 
“I- must not forget to state,” he said, "that 
after the attack a messenger named James 
Haslem was sent with a despatch to Presi- 
dent Young asking his advice about inter- 
fering with the company, but he did not re- 
turn in time. This I had no Knowledge uf 
until the deed was committed 
“Some two weeks after the 
murder, Isaac C. Haight sent to report 
to Governor Young in person. I asked him 
why he did not send a written report. ° He 
replied that he could tell me more satisfac- 
torily than he could write, and if I would 
stand up and shoulder as Much of the re- 
sponsibility as I could conveniently that it 
would be a feather in my cap some day, and 
that I should get a celestial salvation: but 
the man who shrunk from it would go down 
to Hades.”’ . 

Lee in his*confession implicated Brigham 
Young sufficiently as an accessory that he 
should have been dealt with severely. There 
were, no doubt, many other men high in the 
church who deserved the same fate as Lee, 
but it was not possible.to get direct evidence 
in this home of the enemy, where every 
mouth was sealed. In fact, it was twenty 
years after the crime before the government 
was able to implicate Lee. 

And the worst feature all was the 
way the government allowed the Mormons 
to set the United States at defiance; so much 
so that in 1858 Brigham Young was able to 
procure from President Buchanan a free par- 
don for all the Mormon leaders. The govern- 
ment never would have been able to convict 
Lee but for the fact that he had been 
ostracised by the head of the Mormon church 
and because Brigham Young had instructed 
his adherents to an the success of this 
partjcular prosecution. Who the real leaders 
in this Mountain Meadow massacre were has 
never been known.

Came in Reply to Ads. 

The letter came in response to va- 
rious advertisements which the rail- 
road has inserted regularly in news- 
paper of that entire section, in which 
the conditions in this section of the 
country are urged as favorable for 
farming and cattle.

family. 

Since the suit opened last week in- 
terest in the proceedings has _in- 
creased day by day owing to the prom- 
inence of the parties ‘concerned. Lady 
Sackville is .a relative of a former 
British minister at Washington, and 
is well known in political and diplo-« 
matic circles, -wuile Sir John Murray 
Scott was equally well known. 

The case for the defense concluded 
this morning, and Sir Edward Carson, 
counsel for the Sackvilles, addressed 
the jury. 

Sir Edward pleaded 
facts in connection with the drawing 
of-the will by the late Sir John Mur- 
ray Scott proved there had been™no 
c@ércion on the part of the Sackville 
family. 

Counsel for Malcolm Scott, the tes- 
tator’s brother, and the other members 
of the Scott family egreed that there 
was no evidence of the existence of an 
alleged codicil to the will, revoking 
the legacy t» Lady Sackville. 

Sir Edwayd Carson said the evi- 
dence would show that. the friendship 
between the late Sir John Murray 
Scott and the Sackvilles was that of 
conmoissyurs. - 

He contended that after making his 
will, Sir John executed codicils which 
left more money to his family than 
the original will had done, and that 
he liberally provided for them during 
his life from money which had come 
to him from a stranger, Lady Wallace.

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$40,063,229 SURPLUS. 
FR THE BIVERNMENT 


New Fiscal Year Begins With 
- a Large Balance on the 
Right Side. 


Washington, July 1.—Uncle Sam 
closed the fiscal year 1913 with a sur- 
plus of $40,083,229, representing the ex- 
cess of receipts over, expenditures, ex- 
cluisive of Panama canal 
debt transactions. This exceeds last 
year’s surplus by $3,750,000. The Pan- 
ama canal expenditures and public debt 
tarnsactions, however, wiped out the 
surplus of ordinarv receipts over ordi- 
nary expenditures and created a def- 
icit for the year of $2,149,000. 

Total receipts for the fiscal year 
amounted to $725,782,921, while the ore 
dinary disbursements were $683,699,- 
692. 

Corporation taxes vielded tne govern- 
ment $34,948,870, or $5.365.765 more 
than during the fiscal vear 1912. Cus- 
tom receipts for the: fiscal vear reach- 
ed $318,142,000, an increase of nearly 
$7,000,000 over the previous year. 

The record drinking and smoking of 
the American people in the past twelve 
months brought the federal government 
the eno®mous total of $309,478,000 in 
internal revenue receipts, which was 
$16,500,000 greater than in 1912, 

Under the first vear’s operation of 
the new pension law. the government 
paid veterans and widows $175,134,000, 
an increase of $21,537,000. 

The fiscal vear closed with $164,704.,- 
000 in the general fund of the treasury 
as compared with $167,152,000 a vear 
aga. The cash drawer of the treasury 
contains $65,253,000 as the working bal- 
ance of the government. The trust 
funds of the treasury include $1,086,- 
727,000 in gold coin and bullion. 

The government spent $41,741,000 on 
construction of the Panama canal in 
the past year, making a total of $318... 
229,000 spent on the canal to date. The 
mint: scoined during the year $37,147,- 
000, of which $30,058,000 was in gold. 
The 7,492 national banks now in existe 
ence have a total outstanding circula- 
tion of national bank notes of $737,065.- 
050. 

Secretary McAdoo tonight announced 
that the daily treasury statement in 
future would be issued in a completely 
Changed form, designed to show at a 
glance the assets and liabilities of the 
government. It will be in the nature 
of a budget statement indicating from 
day to day whether the government 
revenues aré progressing on a surplus 
or deficit basis. 

The first issue of the new statemené 
will appear to morrow and will show, 
the secretary said, that the grand to- 
tal of assets of the government is near- 
ly $2,000,000,000 against which there 
are liabilities including the gold and 
silver certificates aggregating about 
$1,175,000,000, leaving balances in the 
treasury from $250,000,000 to $275,000,- 
000, including the gold reserve of $15,- 
000,000.

ORDINARY STAMP GOOD 
FOR THE PARCEL POST 


parcels postage stamp 
heretofore good only on parcel bun- 
dles and packages in mail transmis- 
sion can now be used on every-day 
letters just as the ordinary 2-cent 
stamp,” said Postmaster McKee 
terday.

TAXON COTTON FUTURES 
OPPOSED BY EXCHANGE 


New Orleans Traders Wire 
President Wilson the Tax 
Is Prohibitive 


New Orleans, July 1.—The proposi- 
tion contained in the Clarke amend- 
ment to the Underwood tariff bill to 
tax one-tenth of a cent a pound all 
eotten futures contracts has aroused 
aggressive opposition on the part of 
members of the New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange and many others interested 
heavily in cotton trade throughout the 
south. Hundreds of telegrams from 
cotton dealers in a dozen states have 
been received at the exchange ask- 
ing that its officers make every ef- 
fort to prevent the enactment of tke 
amendment into law. 

W. B. Thompson, former president 
of the New Orleans exchange, today 
telegraphed to President Wilson in be- 
half of the organization a protest 
against the proposed tax.

SOUTHERN MILL OWNERS 
ATTACKED BY M’KELWAY 


Alleged Cotton Factory Men of. 
Gedrgia and Other States 
Foster Child Labor. 


Portland, Ore., July 


—Georgia, Alabama and. the Carolinas 
—were charged with havihe prevented 
the legislatures of those states from 
repealing child labor laws which per- 
mit children 12 years old to work 11 
hours a day in the mills, in an ad- 
dress here today by A. J. McKelvey, 
of Washington, D. C., secretary for 
the southern states of the. national 
labor committee. Mr. McKel- 
way’s address was delivered at the 
sectional conference on capital and la- 
bor incident to the world’s Christian 
citizenship conference, in session here. 

In addition, Mr. McKelway 
the textile manufacturers of Pennsyl- 
vania, Massachusetts, Tennessee and 
Texas with public opposition to “the 
8-hour day for children and the 9- 
hour day for women.«workers.” At 
the conclusion of his address he sub- 
mitted a “Declaration of Dependence” 
on behalf of the “children of America, 
in mines and factories and work shops 
He said in part: 

“In the opposition to child labor re- 
form the textile industry has been even 
more conspicuous than in its employ- 
ment of childrén. During the legis- 
ative sessions of this year, it is the 
textile interests of Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania that have fought the 
8-hour day for children under 16 and 
the textile manufacturer of Tennessee 
and Texas were the, public opponents 
of the 8-hour day for children and the 
9Y-hour day for women workers. 

Evils of Child Labor. 

“It is the cotton. manufacturers of 
the four southern states of Georgia, Al- 
abama and the Carolinas that have 
prevented the: legislatures of these 
states from prohibiting the barbarism 
of allowing a 12-year-old child to work 
an ll-hour dayv—in the case of Geor- 
gia a 10-year-old child. Nor are these 
low standard laws adequately enforced 
in these states. 

“It has be@n the fashion of the Amer- 
ican people to end an abuse, once its 
consequences were fairly understood. It 
has heard the indictment against the 
Child labor system, that it means not 
Only the injury, physical, mental, moral, 
but an injury to society itself, and in- 
jury to the race. The system stands 
today convicted at the bar -of public 
opinion as guilty on these several 
counts; that it involves racial degener- 
acy, the perpetuation of poverty, the 
continuance of dependency, the en- 
largement of illeracy, the increase 
of crime, the disintegration of the fam- 
ily, the lowering of the -wage scale 
and the swelling of the army of the 
unemployed. The verdict is the abo- 
lition of child labor in America- at 


whatever cost. 

“If it be proved that child labor is 
not essential to the existence of an in- 
dustry, then let child labor die and 
the industry live. But if it be claimed 
that any industry cannot survive with- 
out the employment of children. that 
industry writes itself down as unwor-

“1. That childhood is endowed 
certain inherent and inalienable rights, 
among which are freedom from toil for 
daily bread; the right to play and to 
dream; the right to the normal sleep 
of the night season. the right to an 
educatign, that we may have @quality 
of opportunity for developing fll that 
tnere is in us of mind and heart. 

“2. That we declare ourselves to be 
helpless and dependent; that we are 
and of right ought to be dependent, ana 
that we hereby present the appeal of 
our helplessness that we may be pro- 
tected in the enjoyment of the rights 
of childhood, 

“3. That we demand .the restoration 
of our rights by the abolition of child 
labor in America.”

To Study Railway Accidents. 


Washington, July 1.—Secrteary Red- 
field instructed the commerce depart- 
ment’s bureau of standards today .to 
make a study of railroad accidents re- 
sulting from broken car wheels and 
axles. The secretary decided: to make 
the investigation as the result of data 
gathered by the interstate commerce 
commission, which showed that in the 
eleven years, 1902 to 1912, inclusive. 
about four times aS many wrecks were 
caused by broken car wheels as by 
broken rails, and that wrecks from 
broken axles were half again as nu- 
merous as those from broken rails.

After the president af- 
fixed his signature the secretary ‘noti- 
fied each officer by telegraph of the 
action of the board in his case, so that. 
he ‘might be informed before the gen- 
eral public would have the informa- 
tion from the press. 

‘There were other 
voluntary retirement, but as the ac- 
ceptance of these is in the. discretion 
of the president, the latter deciaed to 
accept only those of officers who had 

- to their credit twenty or more years 
of service after completing the course 
at Annapolis 

“In former years officers retiring 
either compulsorily or voluntarily 
were retired in the next higher grade. 

Congress, however, by an act passed 
last August, so amended that law that 
retirements must be made in the 
grade in which the officers are at the 
time.

Postmaster General Burleson cut the 
rate in half by fixing the insurance 
fee at 5 cents. The 5-cent fee is good 
also on parcels not exceeding $50. The 
insurance fee on packages of actual 
value over $50 will remain as it was 
originally—10 cents.
